were  traveling  to  New 
Orleans  to  celebrate 
Mardi  Gras,  a  group  of  Hinds  Community 
College  landscape  management  students, 
faculty  and  alumni  traveled  to  Chalmette, 
Louisiana,  to  take  part  in  an  ABC  "Ex- 
treme Makeover:  Home  Edition"  project 
of  revitalizing  a  park  in  the  Hurricane 
Katrina-ravaged  St.  Bernard  Parish  city. 
The  student  volunteers  worked  for  three 
days  to  landscape  the  22,500  square  foot 
park  and  planted  over  15  pallets  of  sod  and 
more  than  2,000  trees,  shrubs  and  orna- 
mental grasses.  They  directed  volunteers, 
operated  heavy  machinery,  and  assisted 
in  the  demolition  of  ballpark  fences  and 
a  batting  cage,  and  the  installation  of  the 
playground  equipment,  arbor,  fountains, 
o   and  bike  path.  "Our  Landscape  Manage- 
co   ment  Department  students  were  leaders 
£   on  the  site  and  took  charge,  even  finishing 
^  before  the  deadline,"  said  Martha  Hill, 
chair  of  the  landscape  management  de- 
partment. For  the  students,  who  worked 
12-hour  days  and  spent  nights  camping 
at  a  local  landscape  company,  this  was  a 
once-in-a-lifetime  experience.  "This  was 
a  time  to  help  get  communities  and  lives 


back  together,"  said  student  Joe  Bracy  of 
Jackson.  "I  learned  about  teamwork  and 
working  together  and  that  a  plan  can  come 
together  in  48  hours."  Student  Mark 
Weaver  of  Decatur  echoes  this  sentiment. 
"I  thought  that  it  was  so  incredible  that  we 
started  with  nothing  and  made  an  incred- 
ible park  for  all  those  kids,"  he  said.  "If 
more  people  would  work  together  like  we 
did,  New  Orleans  could  be  rebuilt  a  lot 
faster."  When  Hill  was  approached  with 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  show 
by  the  Professional  Landcare  Network 
(PLANET),  which  is  the  national  organi- 
zation for  landscape  contractors,  managers, 
and  lawn  care  professionals,  she  jumped 
at  the  chance.  "Our  students  had  a  blast 
and  learned  more  in  three  days  than  an 
entire  semester  in  a  classroom,"  said  Hill. 
Chad  Harris,  landscape  manager  of  the 
Vista  Park  Project  and  owner  of  the  Oasis 
Horticultural  Services,  Inc.,  was  impressed 
with  the  work  ethic,  abilities  and  attitude 
of  the  Hinds  CC  volunteers.  "The  stu- 
dents from  Hinds  Community  College 
came  with  a  'save  the  day'  mentality  and 
really  made  this  park  happen,"  said  Harris. 
Hinds  volunteers  not  only  contributed 
their  time  and  hard  work  on  the  project, 
but  their  tools  as  well.  The  group  brought 


their  own  hand  tools  and  two  Toro  Dingo 
Compact  Utility  Loaders.  The  loaders 
were  donated  by  Hinds  alumnus  Nathan 
Johnson  of  Outdoor  Enhancement  and  by 
Professional  Equipment  of  Byram.  Vista 
Park  was  a  community  baseball  park  in  a 
middle  class  neighborhood  in  Chalmette. 
On  the  final  day  of  filming,  fourth  grad- 
ers from  St.  Bernard  Unified  School  were 
brought  to  the  park  to  see  it  for  the  first 
time.  Hinds  volunteers  welcomed  the 
students  and  their  families  to  the  park  by 
distributing  food  for  a  picnic  and  playing 
with  the  area  students.  "This  trip  brought 
is  together  for  the  common  good  of  the 
people  in  some  of  the  hardest  hit  areas 
of  New  Orleans,"  said  student  Jonathan 
McDaniel  of  Philadelphia.

headed  to  Jackson  in  the  fall  of 
1984,  and  served  as  chef  for  Sun 
Dancer  in  Highland  Village  until 
that  restaurant  was  sold  to  become 
Amerigo's,  which  he  noted,  "did  not 
need  a  chef."

The  2005  Hinds  football  season  was  cut  to  a  seven  game  sched- 
ule this  past  season  due  to  hurricane  Katrina.  With  all  the  com- 
munity colleges  being  affected  by  the  storm,  the  first  two  games 
of  all  the  schools  were  dropped  because  they  were  non  division 
games.  The  Hinds  Eagles  finished  the  season  with  a  3-4  overall 
record  and  compiled  688-yards  rushing  and  1834-yards  passing 
for  a  total  of  195  points  scored  by  the  Eagles.  Hinds  quarter- 
back Seth  Adams  completed  102  passes  of  202  attempts  for  a 
total  of  1609  yards  and  13  touchdowns  while  Paul  Cavett  led  in 
rushing  with  125  carriers  for  437-yards  and  5  touchdowns. 
Jabary  Gibson  led  the  team  in  receptions  with  24  for  356-yards 
and  5  touchdowns  with  the  longest  being  73-yards.  The  most 
rushing  yards  the  Eagles  had  in  a  game  was  with  Coahoma 
when  Paul  Cavett  had  23  receptions  for  113-yards.  Most  yards 
passing  was  in  the  game  against  East  Central  with  quarterback 
Seth  Adams  completing  16  of  30  attempts  for  a  total  of  359- 
yards.  The  East  Central  game  also  gave  Hinds  their  best  of- 
fensive game  of  the  season  with  363-yards  passing  and  57-yards 
rushing  for  a  total  of  420-yards. 

Hinds  kicker  Jess  Shelby  led  the  Eagles  in  scoring  with  a  total 
of  43  points,  making  19  extra  points  and  8  field  goals  with  the 
longest  kick  being  38-yards.  Following  Shelby  in  scoring  were 
Paul  Cavett  with  42  points  and  Jabary  Gibson  with  30  points.
